Simultaneously Gov. Smail directed 
that an investigation be started im- 
mediately of the causes leading to the 
high prices named by the contractors. 
It is indicated that he will have a 
communication to make to the legisla- 
ture Tuesday or Wednesday that will 
embody figures bordering on the sensa- 
tional. 

The governor shows that the spring 
bids of 1919 averaged $32,000 a mule 
when corn was §2 a bushel. 
kicked out of the state house today 
averaged $37,850 a mile for northern 


Illinois and $44,250 a mile for Egypt, 
with corn at sixty cents a bushel. 


Four Times Former Costs. 


“It would require between three 

and four times as many bushels of 
corn to build a mile of road at these 
prices as it ever has taken in the his- 
tory of the state,” Gov. Small said. 
His assertion is that not more than 
1,500 miles of the 4,000 mile road sys- 
tem provided for in: the $60,000,000 
system could be constructed. This is 
an impossible situation, he says, and 
now he wants to find a method of state 
construction that will circumvent the 
contractors. 
Gov. Small, before catching a train 
for Kankakee, said that he wanted to 
correct an impression which ms to 
prevail generally that there are huge, 
unexpended balances in the _ state 
treasury to the credit of the automo- 
bile license fund. = 

Moreover he holds that the condl- 
tion of the money market means that 
no state bonds can be sold at this 
time at anything like par. For all of 
these reasons, the governor says, 
“there shall be nothing doing until 
some degree of business and horse 
sense shall have been injected into the 
situation.”

TRAVELING MEN HEALTHY) 

B. H. W. writes: “1. Please inform 
me what are the statistics relative to 
the healthfulness or unhealthfulnéss of 
traveling as an occupation. Is riding 
in filthy trains, sleeping in public beds, 
and eating indifferent hotel cooking con- 
ducive to if] health and disease or do 
these exposures set up an immunity from 
disease? 

“9 What causes milk to taste strong in 
the fall and winter months? Does this 
indicate impure and insanitary condi- 
tions? Does the cows’ food have any- 
thing to do with this and how can this be 
remedied ?” 

REPLY. 

1. I have never seen any vital statistics 
relating to traveling men. I do not think 
they are regarded as bad risks. Perhaps that 
is because most of them are comparatively 
young men. It is the custom for drummers 
to graduate into capitalists, proprietors and 
other occupations for which their earlier 
work trained them, and the health harm done 
is assessed against the last occupation. Seri- 
ously, all traveling men always should be 
ree Bh against smallpox, typhoid fever 
and possible pneumonia during the winter- 
spring.

Not one page of beautiful 
description. Not a line of the peculiarly sensitized writing which vivifies most 
of the great books of the world. 

A child might have told it, or an old, old man free of the trappings of 
words. But there is nothing childlike about it, nothing patriarchal. It is as 
young as the spring, as old as the winter, as stirring with life as the cycle of | 
the days. It is naked life. | 

It is the story of Isak, the farmer, a primeval man, a giant of body, and | 
with a calmness of soul like an Old Testament father. It is the story of the | 
growth of the soil through his family and the small peasant group which * 
grows up about them, almost as if the soil had taken its roots in them and 
grown upward into their lives, rather than their growing downward into the 
soil.

T wasn’t like Her- 

bert Word to drop 

in informal- 
\y; or, for that 
matter, to drop 
in at all. I never 
knew such a 
chap for sink- 
ing, absorbed, 
into work.

New York, June 26, 1918. 

My Dear Mrs. Fairbairn: You don’t 
kn w me at all, but I know there are 
scene things that I know nobody else 
will tell you. 

He lived in the room with boys who} 
loved him. He was so good tempered 
and the spirit of that room was un- 
like the spirit of any room in bar. 
racks that I have seen. 

It was all as much a shock to us: 
who were here with him as it was to 
you 7" far away. The thing I want 
to tell you js that he wasn’t entirely 
away from those who loved him. 

The fyneral left the infirmary in the 

most beautiful way. First, we who 
loved him and knew him best carried 
the ceffin, with the flag over it, out 
into th® sunlight under the trees. There 
were flowers galore, sent by all those 
who knew,him, and his cap and belt 
were atop of all. You can’t know 
how beautiful it was while the service 
was being read to see the men who 
have all come out here te risk every- 
thing standing uncovered around your 
boy and grieving for him. 

When the serviee was finished the 
procession moved into the street where 
the men were lined up waiting for us. 
Through the winding cobbled streets 
of the Jittle Scotch village we marched 
slowly, with the impressive slow march 
of the British army. First came the 
firing party with arms reversed, then | 
the pipers with. kilts swa and | 
streamers fluttering, in time Sto the 
dirge. Then the army tender bearing | 
the casket smothered in white flowers | 
—nsll the strong, happy spring flowers | 
that grow so abundantly even in war 
time.

One of the greatest living sculptors 
(by many considered the greatest) is a 
Serb, Mestrovitch. So deep was the 
feeling of his compatriots for him and 
his gifts that they would nét let him 
fight in the war, declaring that he was 
too valuable to the world and to his 
country to be allowed to risk his life 
in the terrible uncertainties and hard- 
ships of the conflict. 

For centuries the Serbs have been so 
beaten by the winds of strife and ad- 
versity that only the hardiest have sur- 
vived. This has created a race un- 
usually virile and full of the material 
out of which greatness is made. Given 
half a chance, we may expect poets, 
artists, musicians to spring from a soil 
so rich in possibilities. 

We Ameri@&ins. have had too much 
prosperity, too much ease and success, 
fo develop the kind of genius which is 
evolved from the great tempests of 
life. Not from freedom, contentment, 
and wholesome existence does genius 
come. The soil from which it grows 
must be enriched with blood and tears 
to make it truly fertile. 

Shakespeare came just after the time 
when “Bloody Mary” flourished and 
when the lovely Lady Jane Grey had 
been beheadef by her lively rival, the 
“virgin queen.” Goethe's genius blos- 
somed ‘at the period when the French 
revolution and the ideas that inspired 
it were tearing the old world pieces. 
Dante walked his hard path during one 
of the somberest periods in medieval 
Italy. Almost from the beginning of 
our national existence the sun has 
shone on the American people. With 
one great exception, we have not had 
a chance to develop real genius from

. “Our collection, in Blackstone hall 
[of the Art institute] reproduces a few 
of these treasures, the Trocadero offers 
you the whole sequence. Here the 
architects and decorators go for in- 
spiration, the scene painters and movie 
designers for ‘tocal color.’ A great 
molding shop in the basement supplies 
duplicates of details to those who re- 
quire them. 


“Such a collection could be pét into 
the old Field museum at a reasonable 
cost. It is the expense of building and 
site which usually makes similar en- 
terprises impossible. The space and 
height in the old Field museum gre 
sufficient, its great courts ideal for the 
purpose. Imagine the vestibule and 
north court in massive Egyptian style;

The copies are faithful 
and in many cases exceedingly beauti- 
ful. This means of bringing famous 
pictures’ within the reach of every one 
is well worth while. 
should have its collection .of prints, 
and every museum should have a large 
supplementary print collection that 
could be lent to various schools on re- 
quest. 

The Art instityeé in its picture slide 
department has some such thing. It 
is the quickest and best way of bring- 
ing home to the average child or adult 
the best in the world of painting, 
sculpture, and architecture. Without 
such help, for many persons, the best 
things the world qan give us must from 
necessity remain a closed book.

INDSWEPT prairie homes 
need a dense screen of ever- 
green trees to protect them 
from the northwest blizzards 
im winter amd from the scorching sun | 
in summer. 
Evergreens used as a windbreak or 
shelter belt also add to the attractive- 
ness and value of the preperty. When 
planted by farmers they are usually 
arranged in the form of windbreaks 
‘around buildings, orchards, and fields, 
while evergreens planted in cities or 
towns are selected and arranged for 
the artistic improvement of the land- 


People in the city may have the ad- 
vantage” of assistance from profes- 
siowmal landscape gardeners or practi- 
cal plantsamen in the gelection of good . 
varieties and the proper arrangement 
of the evergreens to produce the right 
effect, while such services are not al- 
ways available to the farmer. 


Utility Value First. 


The esthetic value of evergreens is 
emphasized where they are set in city 
parks and lawns, but on the farm 
the utility value of the trees takes 
first place; however, the decorative 
feature of evergreens sheuld not be 
overlooked by farmers, 

A. Hill of.Dundee, an author- 
ity on landscape gardening, says that 
a fine, well grown evergreen wind- 
break on a farm is a “thing of beauty 
and a joy forever.” Nothing could be 
more beautiful than snow laden pines 
on a frosty winter’s morning. 

Any body of trees which gives proteo 
” ton to buildings or crops may be called 
a windbreak. Shelter belts may bé 
formed by planting leaf bearing trees, 
but ttese are less effective in checking 
the wind than a row of evergreens.

Spring offers ideal conditions for the 
planting of evergreens. After the 
spring rains and warm sunshine have 
driven the frost out of the ground the 
“sofl is ugually warm and mellow, fur- 
nishing juat the condition required for 
the planting of young evergreen trees. 
Evergreens come from the nursery 
ready for planting. They are hardy, 
and if they reach the farm in a healthy 
condition and are given reasonable 
care before planting they will live and 
thrive with little attention after being 
set in the ground properly. 

Spruces and pines will grow in a 
fairly wide range of soil. While they 
seem to do much better in light, sandy 
usually grow rapidly and
